NO HOPE OF REFORM 


Governor 
Nash Refuses to 
Pardon 
Convicts Serving Under th* 
Habitual Criminal Law. 
Columbus, December 8. — Governor 
Nosh rejected the state board of par­ 
dons’ recommendation that pardons be 
granted five men serving life sentences 
in the penitentiary under the old ha 
bitual criminal law. The governor’s ac­ 
tion means that the 25 men now serv­ 
ing under the Repealed law will re­ 
main in prison the rest of their lives. 
In a statement accompanying his dec! 
aion the governor says: 
"I think the act oi May 4,1885, was a 
just law. and that its repeal on the part 
of the legislature was an unwise act. 
In my judgment there is no hope of 
reform in a man who has been convict­ 
ed of the commission of three felonies. 
To release him would not assist in his 
reformation, and, as the principal ob­ 
ject of punishment is the protection of 
society. I think the safest place for 
these men is where the act of 1885 put 
them. There is nothing in this applica­ 
tion which appeals to my sense of Jus­ 
tice for clemency.”

Columbus, December 8. — Governor 
Nash rejected the state board of par 
dons’ recommendation that pardons be 
granted five men serving life sentences 
in Hie penitentiary under the old Ila 
hitual criminal law. The governor’s ac­ 
tion means that the 25 men now serv­ 
ing under lh© Repealed law will re­ 
main in prison the rest of their lives.

Bion the governor says: 
"I think the act 01 May 4. 1885, was a 
just law. and that its repeal on the part 
of the legislature was an unwise act. 
In my judgment there is no hope of 
reform in a man who has been convict­ 
ed of the commission of three felonies.

The territorial committee’s written 
report has not yet neon submitted to 
the senate, and this, too, will prob­ 
ably be put in on Wednesday. 
It is 
generally understood that a strong 
position will be taken in opposition 
to the claims of New 
Mexico and 
Arizona, considerable 
stress 
being 
laid on the fact that a large percent­ 
age of the people of those territories 
do not use the English language and 
that Interpreters are necessary in tho 
conduct of the business of many of 
the courts. 
It is expected that the Immigration 
bill will continue to receive desultory 
attention today or tomorrow, but the 
proceeding with reference to this bill 
will consist largely in the reading of 
the bill and 
the 
consideration of 
amendments.

Monday.

resentatives. who died Saturday night, 
left here for Portland, Me., yesterday 
afternoon, where the interment will 
take place tomorrow afternoon. They 
were placed aboaru a special train 
leaving Washington at 4:50 o’clock 
and running as the second section of 
the Federal expr» ss. scheduled to ar­ 
rive at Portland today. 
During the entire day there was a 
stream of sympathetic callers at the 
Arlington hotel, where the body of 
Mr. Reed lay awaiting removal to tho 
railroad station. They included Pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt, members of 
the cabinet and of the senate and 
bouse of representatives and of tho 
diplomatic corps.

in g; as a statesm an he was kn own lo 
all the world as the man who look a 
rebellious an d d ilatory house of repre­ 
sen tatives that seemed In clin ed to d o 
n othin g but waste tim e an d compelled 
it to d o busin ess. The Reed rules, rid ­ 
iculed , d en oun ced an d resisted when 
first promulgated , have been ad opled

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W hen death removed Thom as Brack­ 
ett Reed it took one of the brightest 
and brainiest men In America. 
As an 
orator he bad few' equals In his gen­ 
eration; us a thinker and writer he 
w as logical, profound 
and 
entertain­ 
ing; as a statesm an he was known to 
all the world as th e man who took a 
rebellious and dilatory house of repre­ 
sen tatives that seem ed Inclined to do 
nothing but w aste tim e and compelled 
it to do business. Tho Reed rules, rid­ 
iculed, denounced and resisted when 
first promulgated, have been adopted 
as the standard for congress and for 
numerous 
other 
legislative 
bodies. 
E ven the Dem ocrats no longer 
find 
fault with them, but concede the no 
eessity for them and the wisdom 
of 
their adoption. 
Reed w as not a great 
politician, and the fact probably help­ 
ed to make his reputation. H e was a 
man of fearless courage and of tireless 
energy.

com m o n 'scold, and alw ays tinging the

Reopening of the Patos question was 
caused by th'e action of the Vene­ 
zuelan gunboat Angosto, in January, 
1901. capturing certain 
British sub­ 
jects on the island. 
When the Cara­ 
cas authorities were called to account 
by the London foreign office the for­ 
mer replied by renewing their long­ 
standing claim to Patos, and a diplo­ 
matic controversy extending through­ 
out the year was the result. 
Vene­ 
zuela based her claims to the island 
on 
its 
proximity to the coast of 
Guiara, from which it is distant only 
tim e miles, claiming th at it is a tenet 
of ihternational law that a country 
commands waters 
within a marine 
league of its coast; th at the interna­ 
tional law Institute has defined the 
territorial sea as six miles, whereas 
the island of Patos is more than IO 
miles from Trinidad, the nearest Brit­ 
ish possession. 
Further, 
th at 
the 
treaty of March, 1845 "explicitly con­ 
firms the title of Venezuela over all 
islands near her coast which were un­ 
der the dominion of Spain in the Inia- 
tlve period of Venezuelan independ­ 
ence," 
Royal Sanction Never Given. 
In support of this contention the 
Venezuelan authorities produce a let­ 
ter from the Spanish m inister for 
state lu 187S. in which he denies that 
royal sanction ever was given to the 
concession alleged to have been made 
to the 
Aviinlutiatniento of Trinidad 
by the governor of Patos, Huevos and 
Monos. 
Great Britain, through her charge 
d’affaires 
at 
Caracas. 
an$ 
later 
through ber minister, advanced the 
contention that when she conquered 
tho island of Trinidad, in 1797, sov­ 
ereignty over Patos also was obtained 
and so recognized by the Madrid gov­ 
ernm ent; that Patos has remained in 
the peaceful possession of G reat Brit­ 
ain for more than a century, during 
70 years of which tim e Venezuela ad­ 
vanced no counter claim, and that the 
official moo of Codazzi 
colors 
the 
island of Patos the same as Trinidad, 
indicating that both belong to the 
same country. 
To this last contention Venezuela 
replied, stating that the map of Co­ 
dazzi was so old as to make it impos­ 
sible to distinguish the various col­ 
ors, and produced other maps by the 
same author that place Patos as be­ 
longing to Venezuela. 
Being linable to agree on even the 
minor points of the controversy, the 
British minister, near the close of last 
year, informed the Venezuelan foreign 
office that lie would make no further 
representations in the matter, as there 
was nothing to be gained In contin­ 
uing the correspondence.

miles from Trinidad, the nearest Brit­ 
ish possession.

treaty of March, 1845 “explicitly con­ 
firms the title of Venezuela over all 
islands near her coast which were un­ 
der the dominion of Spain in the Inia- 
tive period of Venezuelan independ­ 
ence. “ 
Royal Sanction Never Given. 
In support of this contention the 
Venezuelan authorities produce a let­ 
ter from 
the Spanish m inister for 
state lu 187k. in which he denies that 
royal sanction ever was given to the 
eonoefslon alleged to have been made 
to the 
Ayuntaiiamlento of Trinidad 
by the governor of Patos, Huevos and 
Monos. 
Great Britain, through her charge 
d'affaires 
at 
Caracas. 
an£ 
later 
through lier minister, advanced the 
contention that when she conquered 
the island of Trinidad, in 1797, sov­ 
ereignty over Patos also was obtained 
and so recognized by the Madrid gov­ 
ernment; that Patos has remained in 
the peaceful possession of Great Brit­ 
ain for more than a century, during 
70 years of whtrh time Venezuela ad­ 
vanced no counter claim, and th at the 
official man of Codazzi 
colors 
the 
island of Patos the same as Trinidad, 
indicating that both belong to the 
same country. 
To this last contention Venezuela 
replied, stating that the map of Co­ 
dazzi was so old as to make it. impos­ 
sible to distinguish the various col­ 
ors. and produced other maps by the 
sam e author that place Patos as be­ 
longing to Venezuela. 
Being unable lo agree on even the 
minor points of the controversy, the 
British minister, near the close of last 
year, informed tin Venezuelan foreign 
office that he would make no further 
representations in the matter, as there 
was nothing to be gained in contin­ 
uing the correspondence.

chairman of the Judiciary committee, 
yesterday.

“About 20 anti trust bills have been 
introduced in the house this session. ’ 
continued Mr. Jenkins, “and most of 
them are quite radical in their pro­ 
visions. 
They have all been referred 
to a sub committee, of which Mr. Lit­ 
tlefield. of Maine, is chairman. wKh 
instructions to report a hill contain 
ing the best features of all the meas 
uves. 
No Legal Authority. 
“Personally, 
said Mr. Jenkins. “I 
take the same position that I have 
previousl • taken, which is that we 
have no legal authority to legislate 
on this question. 
I believe that th® 
only way that we can accomplish any­ 
thing definite is by a constitutional 
amendment that will give us the au­ 
thority. 
What this amendment should 
be I am not at present prepared to 
say. 
W hat difference does it make 
to a Corporation whether its affairs 
are made nubile or not? 
W hat good 
will it do to limit capitalization? Sup 
pose a corporation keeps its capital 
within the limits prescribed by act of 
congress, what is to prevent it from 
borrowing millions of dollars, or what 
is to prevent its stockholders from 
paying into the treasury millions lo 
be used as a working capital? 
No, ( 
think our hands are tied in this m at­ 
ter. 
But I am very conservative in 
my views. 
I think these big corpora­ 
tions are but the natural and legiti­ 
mate product of the age and are not 
to be frightened. 
It seems to me that 
in the end the question resolves itself 
into one between capital and labor. 
The public is not so much Interested 
as are the employer and the employe." 
At the next meeting of the sub­ 
committee the authors of the various 
measures that have been introduced 
will he given an opportunity to argue 
the merits of their respective meas­ 
ures. This hearing may he productive 
of some new ideas.

W ashington. Dec. 8.—“lf you peo­ 
ple ane so eager for the Improvement 
of the Ohio river, why don’t you make 
a fight for It? 
Resolutions and news j 
paper Interviews will not accom plis 
it. lf the congressmen from the states j 
bordering on the Ohio river think the 
government should expend $60,000,000 
for this work, why do they not say 
so on the floor of the house, instead 
of advocating it in the newspapers? 
I have never heard them make the 
declaration In the house.” 
This statem ent was made yesterday 
by a member of congress, and while 
it is a rather frank expression, yet it 
contains food for thought. 
As m at­ 
ters stand now the improvement of 
the Ohio river to provide a nine foot 
stage of water the entire year is far 
in the future. Nothing is to be hoped 
for from the present rivers and bar­ 
bone committee. 
Mr. Burton, of Ohio, 
its chairman, is openly opposed to the 
expenditure of the vast amount of 
money that would be required for the 
work. 
He is not opposed to the Im 
provement. and he will 
not 
argue 
against the great results that would 
accrue from its accomplishment, but 
so long as he is at the head of the 
rivers and harbors committee and can 
influence the com m ittee’s report the 
big Ohio river improvement will b? 
omitted. 
Eyes Turned Toward J. G. Cannon. 
This being the case, anxious eyes 
have been turned toward Joseph G. 
Cannon, who will be speaker of the 
house in the next congress. 
Mr. Can­ 
non, If he cared to, could chang!- the 
personnel of the rivers and harbors 
committee so that the friends of the 
Ohio river improvement would have 
some chance to get a favorable re­ 
port on their project. But he will not 
do this. 
As the rivers and harbors commit­ 
tee is at present constituted, out of a 
total membership of 17 there are but 
four representatives from 
the 
six 
states that border on the Ohio river. 
They are Burton, of Ohio; Reeves, of 
Illinois; Dovener, of W est Virginia, 
and Acheson, of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. 
Burton is strongly opposed to the pro­ 
ject and with the leader of the Illinois 
delegation, who is to be the speaker 
of the next house, at least lukewarm 
on the proposition. Mr. Reeves can­ 
not be expected to be wildly in favor 
of it.
